Mr. Cleveland is said to be seriously 
thinking of requesting Miuister Koburt 
T. Lincoln to remain in London and 
Colonel Frederick D. Grant to continue 
at his post in Vienna. The suggestion is 
creditable to the President elect, and 
many people believe that it would be 
mighty good politics, however distasteful 
it might be to the machine Democrats, 
if there is to be a return of "the era of 
good feeling" which was inaugurated by 
President Monroe, Mr Cleveland could 
not make a better beginning than on the 
lines indicated. Minister Lincoln, who 
was appointed Secretary of War by Presi 
dent Garfield, was the only member of 
the latter'g Cabinet to serve through 
President Arthur's administration. He 
was, therefore, a colleague of Judge 
Gresham. No doubt Mr. Cleveland's 
Secretary of State would take pleasure 
in communicating his chief's desire for 
Mr. Lincoln to stay al his post in London. 
But Mr. Lincoln's friends do not believe 
that he will couseut to such an arrange- 
ment should Mr. Cleveland propose it. Mr. 
Lincoln is not fond of public life.and while 
' le has filled two high official stations with 
f great credit to himself.it is known that 
he prefers the Independence aud freedom 
of a private citizen. Colonel Grant, 
however, it is said, would not object to 
remaining in t he diplomatic servico.

In the hands of a 
foreign power it would be a standing 
menace. These facts have been repeat- 
edly stated in the official utterances of 
American statesmen. They are so plainly 
evident to every person of ordinary In- 
telligence that it seems almost a \ 
of time to state them again.
